YEAR 1966

To THE TRUSTEES OF THE PEABODY MUSEUM OF SALEM: 


REMEMBER once as a small boy being taken to the Han- 
] cock County Fair in Ellsworth, Maine, to see the prize live- 
stock and vegetables, eat cotton batting candy, watch the 
sulky races, and shy a ball at a dodger for a Kewpie doll. One 
of the things that impressed me most on that occasion was an 
enormous pumpkin—I have never seen one since that ap- 
proached it in size. It was the wonder of the county; farmers dis- 
cussed it with mixed feelings of awe, admiration, and envy. It 
was said that in order to achieve its gigantic growth, it had 
been fed on milk. Just how this was accomplished, I never 
could make out, but anyway, it was a thing to remember. 
Whenever I consider the rapid growth of that pumpkin in 
one season in order to achieve the size it attained, I think of the 
growth of this Museum and one might say that it, too, is be- 
cause it has been fed on milk—the milk of human kindness. But 
this is not entirely so. Its growth is in proportion to the services 
given. The Museum, both in its collections and in its activities, 
is expanding at a rapid rate. Once upon what seems a long long 
time ago the place was static, for an institution like a person 
seems to grow both physically and intellectually, in spurts. 
This is something which will happen willy-nilly, and should 
happen. There is little any of us can do about it, as long as we 
continue to fulfill our obligation of serving the public, except to 
steer this expansion in the proper directions. In order to insure 
guidance for this growth in directions which we believe to be 
right for possibly the next fifty years, the Trustees at their 
Semi-Annual Meeting last December appointed a Development 
Committee to make a study of our growth and our needs. This 
Committee under the Chairmanship of our new Trustee, Rus- 
sell W. Knight, will attempt to project the needs of the institu- 
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tion for cubic space, staff, and finances necessary over the next 
half century. 

Some, familiar with the institution and friendly towards it, 
may wonder what needs it can possibly have. Lest there are 
those under the illusion that all is adequate at the moment and 
for an unforeseen number of years in the future, here are some 


examples of why this is not so. In 1960 we opened a new library ~ 
stack—modern, clean, efficient, and we thought that we were — 


building for the next twenty-five years’ library growth. Ob- 


viously because of the large quantity (and incidentally superb — 
quality) of material which the new building attracted, the space _ 


will be adequate for less than half that time. The Committee is 
studying the rate of increase over the past five years and will be 
able to tell us the approximate time when this stack will be 
filled and when we need to plan on more stack space. Our 
ethnology storage which expanded into the new area above the 
stack adjoining East Hall, is already crowded. This may be 
alleviated somewhat by plans now being made for the renova- 
tion of Weld Hall, which perhaps will give us more storage 


space for the Oriental collections and relieve those from other — 
regions. The Maritime History Department, outside of the new © 


Picture Storage Room, has never had proper storage area. The 
two ship model rooms, made out of our old boiler room and coal 


bins when the Crowninshield Memorial Room was built, are | 


already filled and this in spite of the fact that we have accepted 


only material worthy of preservation. One of the most pressing — 
needs is proper space for the charts and ship plans, for which — 
we have an ever-increasing demand. These cannot be stored — 
properly because there is simply not the cubic space for the © 


steel cases needed for their efficient arrangement. The new 


Picture Storage Room, itself, is already filled nearly to capac- | 
ity with both paintings and prints in spite of the fact that we | 


tripled the rack space and put in as many new steel cases for — 
prints as could be placed in the area. With our increased at- — 


tendance we must have proper and very much larger restroom 
facilities near the front of the building. The present arrange-

ment, small and inadequate, near the offices creates a shambles 
on busy days. 

Besides all of these needs behind the scenes, we should have 
increased exhibition space, for collections already exist for at 
least four superb new galleries in the maritime field alone. 
These would include a gallery devoted to the history of steam- 
ships, another to maritime Marblehead, the third showing the 
history of the fishing industry of Essex County, one of the basic 
industries of the region, and a fourth devoted to whaling. All 
of these are most desirable and would give even greater stature 
to the Museum in the maritime field. In addition, our ethnology 
exhibits could be much improved and given greater educational 
and aesthetic impact with increased exhibition space. We have 
an unheated, cement block storage building filled with magnif- 
icent but very large material, including our Gloucester and 
Swampscott dories which would go into the fishing room; the 
last known example of a South Sea sewn canoe; the only two 
twenty-five foot tapa anvils in any institution, as far as I know, 
and many other things. Better provisions should be made for 
the storage or exhibition of such material, and all of this in- 
volves planning the use of our present land and surrounding 
buildings. If we build, just where do we build and in what 
direction? On what yonder lot will new buildings arise? How 
will it be planted to make a cool intellectual oasis in the midst 
of ever encroaching tarpac? Probably two wings on the front 
of the building, and possibly a storage building in back would 
be indicated, but all this requires much thought and work and 
wisdom. 

There is also the question of air conditioning. Ever since 
we built the Cleopatra’s Barge wing, all of our new construc- 
tion, with the exception of the library office has been planned 
for air conditioning and all of the necessary duct work is in- 
stalled. The only part of the building where the air condition- 
ing actually exists, however, is the Saltonstall Reading Room. 
I think that we should get all of this recent construction air 

conditioning completed and working as soon as possible. Fur- 
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thermore, because of the additions to the older buildings, there 
is beginning to be a ventilation and an air-conditioning problem 
throughout the buildings which in certain areas is quite serious. 
The late Thomas Barbour when he was a Trustee of this Mu- 
seum said that one of the things we should do was to seal, air- 
condition, and properly humidify the entire plant. The Develop- 
ment Committee will make a study of this situation. Finally, 
along with the projection of the physical needs of the plant, the 
Committee will also project the increase in staff to properly run 
it. All of this leads to the amount of endowment necessary and 
the annual growth this endowment should have to keep pace 
with the physical enlargement of the plant and its staff. 

Another mighty step forward was taken at the last Trustees 
meeting when it was voted to establish a Photographic Depart- 
ment. The enormous additions in our negative and photograph 
files in the past score of years have resulted in ever-increasing 
demands for photographic prints. Increased use of the library 
has brought augmented requests for Xeroxing service. More 
and more people want copies of our ship plans. We shall now 
wrap all of this work up in one department headed by Mr. 
Markham W. Sexton, a young and competent photographer, 
who has done much of our work in the past two years. To ac- 
complish this we shall have to buy about $4,000 worth of — 
equipment and install a Xerox machine. This is being done. 

We were greatly honored this year to be named a Registered 
National Historic Landmark by the United States Department 
of the Interior, and a bronze plaque and certificate was pre- 
sented to our President, Stephen Wheatland, by Mr. Edwin W. 
Small of the National Park Service, at a ceremony attended by 
Senator Leverett Saltonstall and Mayor Francis X. Collins on 
May 19, 1966. 

While not the best year financially which we have ever had, 
nevertheless, 1966 was an excellent one and we finished with 
a trifling deficit of $91.72. Considering that we had to spend 
nearly $6,000 for legal and real estate help during the year, we 
came out very well. Our capital funds increased by $37,418.49. 
A substantial anonymous gift was received towards the Ed- 
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ward S. Morse Memorial Endowment Fund. Mrs. John F. 
Fulton, Mrs. Samuel Ordway, Mrs. Bradford S. Wellman, Mr. 
Stephen Wheatland and Mr. John A. Eldredge all added to 
the Mary Kemble Robinson Wheatland Fund, and Mr. Stephen 
Phillips made a contribution to the Anna P. Phillips Fund. The 
Natural History exhibition renovation was helped by contribu- 
tions from Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Lawson, Mrs. Chandler Rob- 
bins, II, and the Essex County Ornithological Club. The Salem 
Marine Society made a contribution to our maritime painting 
restoration fund, and Dr. Douglas A. Robinson has given funds 
towards the restoration of ship plans. The fund for the publica- 
tion of our maritime painting catalogue was substantially 
helped by contributions from Mr. Paul Fenimore Cooper, Jr., 
and Mr. Albert Goodhue. Once more Mrs. Ruth K. Hanner 
made a contribution to be used for Hawaiian research. Despite 
his illness, Mr. Oliver Wolcott thoughtfully gave a sum for 
the replacement of shrubs and trees on our grounds. From the 
Jingo Foundation we received a gift for office equipment. Con- 
tributions from Mrs. John Morse Elliot and Mrs. Francis B. 
Lothrop will help make possible the Chinnery catalogue for 
the special exhibition next year. Mrs. Sumner Pingree began a 
fund for the renovation of Weld Hall. Gifts to be held in re- 
serve for various special purposes were received from Mrs. 
Francis B. Lothrop, Mr. James J. Storrow, Mr. James J. 
Minot, Mr. David P. Wheatland, Mr. Stephen Phillips, Mr. 
Russell W. Knight, Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Lawson, and the 
Everett Mills. Other special contributions for general purposes 
of the Museum were received from Mr. Francis C. Welch, Mr. 
Ebenezer Gay, Mr. Robert Thornton, Mr. Russell W. Knight, 
The Student Association of Salem State College, the Everett 
Mills, Mr. Robert E. Larter, Mr. and Mrs. G. Peabody Gard- 
ner, Mrs. Frank C. Nichols, The Danvers Historical Society, 
Mr. and Mrs. U. Haskell Crocker, Mr. William H. Bowden, 
Mr. Joseph E. Fellows, Jr., The Honorable Leverett Salton- 
stall, Mr. Walter M. Whitehill, Mr. Alfred P. Putnam, Mr. 
Augustus P. Loring, Mrs. Arthur W. Butler, Colonel George 
L. Smith, and the Esther H. Hawks Trust. We were fortunate 
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in recelving grants from the Wenner-Gren Foundation for em- 
ploying two museum interns in ethnology for three months 
during the summer. Total subscriptions from our Fellows and 
Friends amounted to $21,166.89. This is the first time that we 
have gone over $20,000. The contribution box produced 
$1,384.36. Our total gifts, grants, and contributions for all 
purposes during the year amounted to the very substantial sum 
OP ELIE 3 OeeLe 

Our attendance of 87,000 for 1966 is over 5,700 more than 
1965. This is the largest attendance we have ever had and had 
it not dropped off the last three months of the year, it would 
have been over 90,000. On July 28 we had 1,647 people in the 
building; a record day. There were over 1,000 on many days 
and attendance of this magnitude creates many problems. 
Guards and sales personnel must be on their toes. There are 
more people who come into the library and office. Public toilets 
are completely inadequate. It is, indeed, a serious problem how 
to handle the ever-increasing crowds, for every year but one 
since the end of World War II this attendance has climbed a 
thousand or more, and there is no indication that the trend will 
change. Everything is against its changing—there are more 
tourists, traveling Americans, and foreigners, than ever before, 
better education and enlightenment among all Americans, a 
greater Interest in intellectual things, more leisure, and the 
population explosion. We had 398 school, scout, church and 
other organized groups, with a total membership of 16,630, 
come in during the year. The largest number came in June. 

There were 282 accessions in the Museum this year running» 
into several thousand objects. The marine accessions included | 
twenty oil paintings, nine watercolors, seven sketchbooks, three 
drawings, 131 prints, six broadsides, 331 photographs and 
negatives, one figurehead, three rigged models and four half — 
models, twelve charts, about 750 ship plans, fourteen clipper | 
ship cards, five nautical instruments, a Lyle gun, and thirty- 
three miscellaneous items. | 

Among the maritime accessions were several which are out- 
standing. Probably the most important was the gift by Mr. |

| 
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Strafford Morss of a handsome brass octant presented to Louis 
XVI, and two rare astrolabes; one of steel and the other of 
brass. The largest single collection of pictures received con- 
sisted of seventy-six framed prints, mostly Currier and Ives, 
given us by Miss Julia M. Fairbanks. There were two un- 
usually handsome models. The ship Wild Hunter was the gift 
of Mrs. Martine Chase Goodrich, Mrs. Elizabeth Chase Apple- 
ton, and Mrs. Mary Chase Tilton in memory of their father, 
Guy H. Chase. A large rigged model of the clipper ship Sov- 
ereign of the Seas, one of Donald McKay’s most famous vessels, 
was given by the Bogardus family of Swampscott in memory of 
Mr. Frederic Bogardus. The Bogardus family also gave a half 
model of the America’s Cup defender Resolute, and a name 
board of the two-masted schooner Oaks Ames. Mr. Stephen 
Wheatland continued his gifts with two oil paintings; one of 
the brig Franklin and the other of the steamer Agnes or Helena 
by C. Orcutt, 1878, a gouache painting of the brig Lucy, a fine 
colored lithograph of Bucksport, Maine in 1859, and a book 
containing fifty-seven sketches and one engraving by Marc 
Henry Bayard, Naples, 1821-1824. Our notable collection of 
George Chinnery drawings was increased by three; the gift of 
Mr. Francis B. Lothrop. Mr. Lothrop also gave ten colored en- 
gravings by Auguste Borget, an engraving of the Nemesis by 
Duncan, two French, China coast prints, a colored German 


_ lithograph of the engagement between the Alabama and Kear- 
_ sarge, a Garneray print of the Port of Philadelphia, and other 
_ assorted engravings and lithographs, in addition to two large 
half models of ships. Mr. Stephen Phillips gave two rare 
aquatint prints of Captain Cook’s third expedition at Kam- 


chatka in 1779, together with three charts of the Northwest 


Coast dated 1794. A pair of handsome oil paintings of an un- 
identified British-French naval engagement by T. L. Horn- 
_ brook was presented by Mr. Edward R. Mitton. Mr. John M. 
Barnes gave an exquisite watercolor of the Pacific Mail steam- 
ship Arizona painted by O-Chi-Yai at Nagasaki, J apan 1871. 
This is the first record we have ever had of this J apanese marine 
| artist. Through an arrangement with The Down Town Club 
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of Boston we received on deposit a very large oil painting on 
a wooden panel of an unidentified American sloop of war under 
sail. Other pictures, which we acquired by purchase, include a 
pair of watercolors of the port of Le Havre by Eugene Grandin, 
1850; six sketchbooks of Gaston Liebert kept on the French 
school ship [phigenie, 1886-1887; four Chinese watercolors of 
the Canton waterfront; and a broadside of the Old Orchard sea 
serpent. We do not know whether or not the Old Orchard 
serpent is our friendly Great Gloucester serpent taking a cruise 
down east. An unusually fine oil portrait by Samuel F. B. 
Morse of Nicholas Ambrose Morell who was born in France in 
1780 and died on April 27, 1862, in Lexington where he had 
lived from 1798, was given us by Mr. Chauncey C. Nash. Mr. 
Charles D. Childs presented five oil portraits of the Pitman 
family. This unusual lot relating to one of the outstanding 
missionaries to the Hawaiian Islands is of great interest. Ben- 
jamin Pitman, missionary to the Hawaiian Islands, of whom 
there are two oil portraits, married the High Chieftess Kinoole- 
o-Liliha. There is also a portrait of her as Mrs. Benjamin Pit- 
man and two portraits of their three children. Along with the 
portraits, Mr. Childs gave the original plaster cast of the 
bronze memorial tablet designed by Theodore B. Pitman, 
sculptor, presented by him and Mrs. Benjamin F. Pitman to 
the Territory of Hawaii. An exquisite miniature of an Indian 
merchant painted on ivory with an inlaid frame was donated 
to the Museum by Mr. Samuel H. Gurvitz. The Museum al- 
ready possesses an extraordinary collection of tools relating to 
shipbuilding and other activities connected with seafaring. Mr. 
Jack Cheyette has added to our cooper’s tools a sun plane, 
cooper’s adze, scorper, and spokeshave. The collection of ships’ 
plans was increased by twenty-five file boxes of plans of vessels 
given by the American Bureau of Shipping in Boston. We do 
not yet know exactly how many plans are actually contained in 
these boxes. 

The Ethnology Department received 780 specimens this 
year and of these 599 were in the Marcia Brown Bishop col- 
lection. This remarkable accession has been on deposit at the 
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Museum since 1938. At that time we had a special exhibition 
and in 1940 we published a book by Mrs. Bishop entitled 
Hawaiian Life of the Pre-European Period. Appended to one 
edition of this book was a printed catalogue of the Hawaiian 
material. The collection is particularly rich in wooden bowls 
and tapa cloth. It is probably one of the last large lots of Ha- 
walian material in private hands and we were very fortunate, 
indeed, to be able to add this collection to our already distin- 
guished Hawaiiana. We have been enabled to purchase this 
for the Museum through the generosity of our Fellows and 
Friends. Another Hawaiian accession is a rare, antique, deco- 
rated water gourd given by Miss Dorothy S. Manks. These 
have not been made for about a century and they are so fragile 
that they are excessively rare. Mrs. Ruth K. Hanner gave us a 
small piece of ancient black burial tapa from the Hawaiian 
Islands, and also a calcite neck ornament that had been found 
on Oahu ten inches below the surface. This is especially re- 
markable as it is definitely a New Zealand Maori type of imple- 
ment. From western Polynesia we received a very old Samoan 
fishhook and line from Mr. Charles C. Cunningham, and a fine 
model of an outrigger canoe from the same place was given by 
Mr. Francis B. Lothrop. Passing over to the Fiji Islands in 
Melanesia, I suppose we have in the vicinity of a cord of Fijian 
clubs. However, early Fijian clubs are by no means common 
and no two are alike. We were given two early nineteenth-cen- 
tury examples; one by Mrs. Gerry Keene and the other a pine- 
apple-type club by Mrs. C. H. Heyman, which was collected by 
Captain Charles Roundy of Salem. One of our best Pacific col- 
lections is that of the Maori of New Zealand and we have added 
to it a remarkable example of a New Zealand headrest carved 
elaborately in the form of a wooden dog which looks remark- 
ably like a dachshund. Mr. Stephen Phillips gave us two hand- 
some oil paintings; one of a Maori woman and child and the 
other of a New Zealand Maori village, both by W. G. Baker, 
circa 1880. Captain and Mrs. H. Hardy Wright gave a very 
fine series of 365 Kodachrome slides of whaling, tapa making, 
and other activities in Tonga and the Austral Islands. 
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In a previous report I have mentioned the enormous collec- 
tion from New Guinea which we received from Dr. D. Carleton 
Gajdusek. This year he added twenty-two more specimens to 
that remarkable collection; including three headrests, clothing 
and ornaments, a fire stick, eight clubs, two pipe stems, and two 
adzes. From the Sepik River region of New Guinea we pur- 
chased an amulet and a Jew’s harp from the Enga tribe, as well 
as a set of beautifully carved coconut spoons, a small carved 
cosmetic bowl, two miniature masks, and a shell and tortoise- 
shell hair ornament. As a gift from the same Sepik River region 
we received a most unusual pottery headrest, a headdress, and 
a rare Maprik mask. 

Mr. Stephen Wheatland presented an extraordinary seven- 
teenth-century, sixteen-foot Japanese scroll or makimono tell- 
ing the story of the Ainu and showing that strange people chas- 
ing whales, indulging in the bear ceremony, and going about 
other household and religious activities. He also gave a Jap- 
anese screen by an early nineteenth-century artist, Hokkyo 
Seireil, decorated with Japanese tuna fishing and trawling 
scenes. Our Japanese collections were further enriched by a re- 
markable nine-foot, fully rigged model of a traditional freight 
junk used in the coastal trade between the early sixteenth and 
late nineteenth centuries. This was presented to the Honorable 
Edwin O. Reischauer when he left that country as Ambassador 
and he has given it to us. 

Very nice additions were made to our Chinese collections this 
year. Mrs. Sheldon Glueck gave an elaborate silk embroidered 
woman’s dress. Miss Helen C. Hagar contributed, among other 
things, a fringed silk mulberry shawl and a pale tan fringed 
shawl. Miss Carleen Hoberg presented a Chinese ivory fan 
and another silk shawl in memory of Mrs. Grace Blagdon, and 
Mrs. F. H. Brownell, Jr., gave some fine Chinese ivory carving 
and silver models in memory of her father, Mr. John Fogg 
Twombly. 

Miscellaneous ethnological material worthy of mention in- 
cludes a collection of Carib Indian ornaments, weapons, musi- 
cal instruments and clothing which we received in exchange 
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from the Mariners Museum. Mrs. Mabel Marshall presented 
an elaborately embroidered vest from Amritsar, India, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Willard C. Cousins gave three Philippine Islands 
weapons brought back by Captain James Ballard of Salem. 
They also gave a remarkable stone used by Chinese artists to 
exercise the hand. In case we ever again emulate the East India 
Marine Society and have a costume parade down Essex Street, 
Mrs. Chandler Robbins, II, has supplied us with a camel har- 
ness so that we will be able to drive a camel in the parade. 

The most important addition to our Natural History collec- 
tion is a large handsome watercolor of Canada geese in flight 
painted by our former Trustee, Mr. Frank W. Benson, given 
by Mr. Stephen Wheatland. We are delighted to have examples 
of Benson’s works as he was a Salem man and one of the finest 
bird artists. Miss Helen C. Hagar donated two early prints of 
humming birds. All of the other additions to the Natural His- 
tory collections were birds and some of them were important. 
Many that were brought in for which we had no use were given 
to the Massachusetts Audubon Society. Birds that were re- 
tained include a Wilson Petrel, the second June specimen of six 
known, and two Goshawks that are the first that have been 
brought in in thirty-five years. One of the most welcome gifts 
was a common House Wren which we needed badly for exhibi- 
tion. It was the first one that has come in during Miss Snyder’s 
curatorship which began in 1947. A Redstart, believed to be 
the northern race tricolora, gives us three of the eight known 
state specimens, and was brought in by Mrs. Chandler Rob- 
bins, II. ‘Through the kindness of Miss Viola Munyan of the 

Salem State College, we received several excellent specimens 
_ which were found on the College grounds. These include three 
_thrushes with interesting plumages and record late dates for 
_ the state, and a Bullock’s Oriole, which gives us three of the 
four known state specimens of this western species. Another 
_ welcome addition was a fine male Summer Tanager, the ear- 
_liest record in the state, taken April 2, which was given by 
) Mr. Curtis Campbell of Beverly. 

'_ Accessions to the library increased materially this year; there 
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were 802 by gift and 155 by purchase, and 168 periodicals. 

Among the most important material which we have collected 
over the years are our maritime manuscripts and these con- 
tinue to be added to. Miss Elizabeth Hayden Gerrish gave a 
sea journal kept on board the brig Massachusetts by Keturah 
Gerrish Pritchard of Newburyport from December 24, 1847 
to March 3, 1849. Mr. James D. Hood of Lubec, Maine, con- 
tributed a carton of maritime manuscripts. Mr. F. Gordon 
Morrill presented the journal of William J. Niles, Boston 
merchant of 1845, together with two photograph albums of 
cruises of the yacht Vashti in 1898 and 1903. Mr. Charles C. 
Cunningham gave among other things two logbooks of the ship 
R.C’. Winthrop, 1851. The Boston Athenzeum presented three 
logs of whaling voyages along with the log of the ship Roman 
of Portland. Mr. John Witham gave Captain Samuel Paul’s 
account book of the voyage of the Blackbird in 1805, together 
with a maritime account book. Dr. Charles Benjamin Fuller’s 
children gave in his name a bill of sale of the schooner Charles 
A. Campbell. Mr. Augustus P. Loring gave a similar bill of 
sale for the schooner Drake of Boston, 1795, and a coasters’ 
manifest for the schooner Henry. The New England Historic 
Genealogical Society sent us two maritime manuscripts among 
other books and pamphlets, and Mrs. Charles D. Moore pre- 
sented an early nineteenth-century navigation exercise book by 
one Webster of Boxford. Some of the most curious and pos- 
sibly the most important manuscripts we have received are five 
books from the island of Rurutu in the Austral Islands, known 
as Parau Tupuna, collected by Mr. Martin A. Brunor. These 
are actually vital statistics books for the island, giving land 
ownership, population, and other features of this kind. Three 
manuscript purchases were made, all of logbooks and journals. 
One is of the clipper ship David Crockett, which came with 
miscellaneous manuscripts and pamphlets, another is of the 
brig Wasp, and a journal of the brig Packet, 1834. 

The largest single donor to our library this year, as in the 
past several years, is Mr. Stephen Phillips. He continues to en- 
rich our already superb collection of books relating to Pacific 
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voyages and the ethnology of the Pacific. This year his gifts 
have been especially rich in foreign language editions of voy- 
ages new to our collections. Perhaps the outstanding piece in 
a wealth of material is the Russian Atlas of the North West 
Coast of America by Tebienkoy published in St. Petersburg in 
1852. Another great rarity is the quarto edition of Observa- 
tions and Remarks made during a voyage to the islands... 
Otaheite, Sandwich Islands ... Northwest Coast of America 
and from thence to Canton in the brig Mercury commanded 
by John Henry Cox, by Lt. George Mortimer, London 1791. 
There is also a curious Japanese, early nineteenth-century edi- 
tion of Robinson Crusoe, together with a modern facsimile. 
The collection, too, includes several imprints in the Hawaiian 
and other Oceanic languages. Mr. Stephen Wheatland was 
fortunate to find and give a copy of Sheldon Dibble’s History 
of the Sandwich Islands with the four rare engravings done on 
the Missionary Press for the special edition of the book in 
1843. He also presented a T'ranslation of the Constitution and 
Laws of the Hawaiian Islands, Established in the Reign of 
Kamehameha III, Lahainaluna, 1842, and several Hawaiian 
imprints, together with five volumes of the Chinese Repository 
and Charles Gutzlaff’s A Sketch of Chinese History ..., 1834. 
Mr. Francis B. Lothrop continued to enrich the collections re- 
lating to China and the Far East, and also presented logs of the 
yacht Blue Dolphin to the West Indies and the Cocos and 
Galapagos Islands. 

Among the extremely interesting books received are re- 
stricted copies of the West New Guinea Journal 1960 of a trip 
to the Shepherd Banks and Torres Islands, and to Espiritu 
Santo and Efate in the New Hebrides in 1963 by Dr. D. Carle- 
ton Gajdusek. The Boston Athenzum gave us a number of 
newspapers relating to the Pacific. Mr. Arthur D. Fay pre- 
sented a handsome volume The Decorative Arts of the Mariner 
edited by Gervis Frere-Cook. Miss Alice B. Lovett gave an 
autographed volume of A Voyage to the North Pacific and a 
Journey Through Siberia .. . by Captain John D’Wolf, Cam- 
bridge 1861. Mr. Elmer Foye presented thirty-three books on 
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natural history and travel; Mr. Richard B. Philbrick, a number 
of books on maritime subjects; Mrs. S. H. Brown, Jr., eighty- 
three books on maritime subjects and yachting magazines; and 
Mrs. Carlyle H. Holt gave us a copy of The Vinland Map. 

The American Bureau of Shipping added to our resources 
in the ship register field by presenting sixteen volumes of the 
Record of the American Bureau of Shipping, and Mr. Robert E. 
Peabody continued his gifts of Lloyd’s Registers and Syren & 
Shipping Illustrated. Mr. William G. Anderson presented runs 
of ten different American and British yachting magazines, 
which fill gaps in our collections in this field. 

Our principal publication this year was The Birds of Guyana 
by Miss Dorothy E. Snyder, our Curator of Natural History. 
This is a check list of 720 species with brief descriptions, voice, 
and distribution of the birds of that country formerly known 
as British Guiana. During the first six months of the year Miss 
Snyder spent more than half of her time seven days a week 
completing the book. She saw it through the press, wrote ad- 
vertisements, and then sent out review and gift copies after the 
first books arrived at 3 p.m. July 6, before leaving madly for 
the airport to take flight to England forty-five minutes later. We 
also printed a catalogue of the special Maritime Marblehead 
exhibition, written by Philip C. F. Smith. Mr. Smith also wrote 
a history of the Salem Marine Society which was published in 
the fall and, while this was not a Museum publication, it is 
mentioned here since our two organizations have had a close 
relationship for many years. One of the handsomest of our 
collotype ship prints and the last which we will be able to do, 
as there will be no more collotype printing done in this country, 
was of the frigate Boston from the Antoine Roux watercolor 
received a year ago. As usual our Annual Report was published 
and again we thank Harold Hugo and the Meriden Gravure 
Company for contributing the plates. In addition to these pub- 
lications the usual four numbers of The American Neptune, 
which the Museum now publishes, were seen through the press. 
Again, as for the past fifteen years, I edited these, with the 
assistance of Mrs. Kenneth Ford who also prepared the index. 
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Subscriptions and sales were handled by Mrs. Frederick God- 
dard of our Sales Department. Mr. and Mrs. M. V. Brewington 
have continued throughout the year working on our catalogue 
of maritime oil paintings, watercolors, and drawings. We very 
much hope that this monumental endeavor will be completed 
in 1967. The book will contain sixty color plates and probably 
some 1,800 black and white illustrations. It will list every pic- 
ture in our collection received through December 31, 1966. 
This is an expensive and the most ambitious publication we 
have ever attempted, and it could only be brought about by the 
generosity and subsidy of good friends that I have listed in this 
and previous reports and by an encouraging grant from the 
Ford Foundation. 

Several unusually successful exhibitions were held during 
the year. The fabulously spectacular D. Carleton Gajdusek col- 
lection of New Guinea material featuring twenty-four elaborate 
Asmat shields was put on in the Crowninshield and Loring 
Rooms by volunteers in the Ethnology Department, including 
Mr. Oliver Wolcott, Mrs. William H. Shreve, Mrs. Ronald 
Woodward, and Colonel Smith. This show opened on Janu- 
ary 17 and Dr. Gajdusek gave a lecture about it on April 22. 
Mr. L. Francis Herreshoff generously lent us all of his plans 
and photographs relating to the big ketch Ticonderoga which 
he designed. These were shown in the spring in the Loring 
Room and stayed until early June. From June 3 to October 3 
both the Crowninshield and Loring Rooms were filled with a 
special exhibition assembled by Mr. Russell W. Knight en- 
titled “Maritime Marblehead.” For this show the Marblehead 
Historical Society and many individuals generously lent ma- 
terial which had never before been on public display, and as 
mentioned a few paragraphs earlier, a catalogue was published. 
In October in the Crowninshield Room Mr. Philip C. F. Smith 
hung an exhibition, largely of portraits, commemorating the 
200th anniversary of the Salem Marine Society, and an exhibi- 
tion of New Guinea paintings lent by the University of South- 
ern Illinois was put on by Mrs. Shreve in the Loring Room. 
There were two special exhibitions during the year in the en- 
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trance corridor case; one of sailors’ handiwork, which Mr. 
Smith arranged, and the other, put on just before the holiday 
season by Mrs. Shreve and Mrs. Woodward showing toys from 
the Orient and other lands. 

Our permanent exhibits were vastly improved by the com- 
pletion of exhibits in East Hall. We were able to do this under 
the able direction of Mrs. Shreve during the summer months 
with the help of three college students employed during that 
time. All of these cases have now been cleaned, painted, the 
exhibits done over, and new lights installed. East Hall is now 
substantially renovated with the exception of being painted. 
One of the most extensive changes we have ever attempted also 
began early in the year when Miss Snyder, assisted by Mrs. 
Robert U. Ingalls and Mrs. Chandler Robbins, I, began plans 
for rebuilding the Essex County bird and fish exhibits. A con- 
tract was signed with Scott and Duncan, case builders, who 
began work in mid-November, and by the end of the year the 
carpentry work on the cases was substantially completed. 
These will be finished sometime during the coming year. Mrs. 
Robbins also installed the permanent case of Essex County 
frogs, toads, and other amphibians. This exhibit was begun 
nearly two years ago but was slow to complete as it was neces- 
sary to obtain new specimens. When the bird and fish cases are 
completed, the four Natural History Rooms will have been en- 
tirely renovated in the last few years. In October Mr. Smith 
began the renovation and labeling of all of the exhibits in the 
Marine Room. At the end of the year this work was about two- 
thirds completed. 

There were three well-attended special events for the Fellows 
and Friends during the year. In April, Dr. D. Carleton Gajdu- 
sek delivered a lecture with both slides and moving pictures on 
his travels in New Guinea. The opening of the Maritime Mar- 
blehead show took place June 3, and Mr. and Mrs. Russell W. 
Knight entertained all of those who had lent material for the 
exhibition at a dinner in the Saltonstall Room before the pro- 
gram, at which Mr. Knight spoke briefly to over three hundred 
people. On September 16 we had our annual gathering for the 
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Fellows and Friends and Dr. John Otis Brew, Director of the 
Peabody Museum, Harvard University, spoke briefly and 
showed the film “Dead Birds” which was taken in New Guinea 
on the Michael Rockefeller expedition. Other special events 
taking place at the Museum in the course of the year included 
the 200th Anniversary Dinner of the Salem Marine Society on 
October 27, at which Captain Jones Devlin, Chairman of the 
Board of the United States Lines, was the guest speaker. On 
September 30 and October 1 the Peabody Museum and the 
Essex Institute were joint hosts to The New England Mu- 
seums’ Conference. Mr. Gilbert R. Payson handled all of the 
details of this program in a wonderfully efficient manner. On 
June 19, the Annual Meeting of the Massachusetts Arms Col- 
lectors was held. This is the third or fourth time that this group 
has had its annual meeting here. A great deal of effort was put 
into the Museum’s exhibit at Winterfest in February. Mr. 
M. V. Brewington began the planning but due to illness the 
work had to be carried out by Mr. Smith. This was a ten-day 
exhibition staffed by our volunteer guides, other volunteers, and 
especially by Mr. and Mrs. Philip Smith. About 35,000 people 
passed through the display. 

As usual, there were a good many loans to other institutions. 
Our Fitz Hugh Lane paintings were lent for a special exhibi- 
tion at the De Cordova Museum and Colby College. A lot of 
miscellaneous maritime and Chinese material was lent to the 
city of Newburyport for exhibition on the replica of the Flying 
Cloud during the summer. In the fall some sixteen paintings of 
clipper ships were lent for a special exhibition at M. I. T. Bos- 
ton University borrowed a collection of African artifacts for 
a special exhibition, and a large collection of Pacific Island and 
Oriental material was lent for the annual flower show of the 
Massachusetts Horticultural Society. In the same show a Ha- 
walian wooden bowl was borrowed for the exhibit of the Gar- 
den Club of America, Marblehead Chapter. The Marblehead 
Junior High School was lent an extensive collection of Chinese 
material, and the Simon Saw Company of Fitchburg was lent 
a Japanese saw. The Horace Mann School of Salem borrowed 
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a miscellaneous lot of American Indian objects. Project Head 
Start in Hamilton obtained a display of Northeastern Indian 
tools and weapons, and the South School in Lynnfield, Massa- 
chusetts, had a similar lot of Eastern Woodlands material. The 
Fort Devens Museum borrowed American Indian artifacts, and 
another lot of Chinese material was lent to the Marblehead 
Junior High School. Twelve boxes of Natural History speci- 
mens were lent to Salem State College and the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society, and other natural history exhibits went to 
the Boxford Public Library. The Wenham Museum installed a 
sound exhibit similar to ours and borrowed twenty-five mounted 
birds as well as five of our bird records. In addition to the loans, 
an old insect collection was given to the Cape Cod Junior Mu- 
seum and duplicate birds were sent to the Massachusetts Audu- 
bon Society. 

Other activities at the Museum included two programs by 
Mrs. Robert Ingalls on bird migration for classes of Peabody 
High School students and a class on the geology of Essex 
County for Salem High School by Mrs. Chandler Robbins. Miss 
Snyder gave two outside lectures; one on the needs of the 
Marblehead Neck Sanctuary to the Winter Garden Club of 
Marblehead, and one at the New England Museums’ Confer- 
ence. Mr. Philip C. F. Smith continued running the meetings 
of the Peabody Museum Marine Associates, and he gave nine 
lectures on assorted subjects outside of the Museum. In addi- 
tion to this he taped two television shows for WENH-TV of 
Durham, New Hampshire, which were also shown on Channel 
Two, Boston. He continues as Clerk of the Salem Marine So- 
ciety and organized their 200th Anniversary program. In April 
he was elected a Director of Historic Salem but resigned in 
September. He is also on the committee of the Salem Maritime 
Historic Site as Treasurer, and has been elected a Trustee of 
the Ropes Memorial. 

The Staff has indulged in as much research and writing as 
there has been time for. As mentioned previously, a great deal 
of Miss Snyder’s time was taken up in completing Birds of 
Guyana. Mr. Smith continues to work on the frigate Essex 
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papers, and began a transcription of Ashley Bowen’s (1728- 
1813) journals which are owned by various institutions, and I 
have continued some work on the catalogue of Captain Cook 
material, as well as completing several chapters of a book on 
Pacific exploration. The bibliography at the back of this report 
provides a good indication of the work completed during the 
year. 

The Staff of this Museum in recent years has been fortunate 
in being able to do a considerable amount of traveling. This 
year was no exception. Both Miss Snyder and Mr. Smith went 
to Great Britain. Miss Snyder attended the International Orni- 
thological Congress, made a cruise around Scotland and the 
bird islands as far north as, but not to, the southern tip of 
Greenland, landed on the Shetlands and the Orkneys, spent a 
week at Oxford and attended meetings on all phases of orni- 
thology. Another week was spent birding in Scotland and a 
final one in England where she was held up because of a plane 
strike. Mr. Smith during his stay, spent considerable time at 
the National Maritime Museum, and visited the Cutty Sark, 
Victory, and the Marine Museum in Portsmouth, as well as 
doing other research in London. Two of our Honorary Cura- 
tors, Mr. Osgood Williams and Mr. Arthur D. Fay spent some 
time in England as they generally do each year, and as always, 
picked up maritime material especially relating to steamships 
that is useful. From late January to early March I had the good 
fortune to be invited to the Hawaiian Islands. My wife and I 
spent five weeks there, visiting the Marine Museum in San 
Francisco on the way. In the Hawaiian Islands we were taken 
by Mrs. Ruth K. Hanner to study the petroglyph fields on the 
islands of Hawaii, as well as rock carvings on Maui, Kauai, 
Lanai and Oahu. We also had the opportunity to visit many 
historical sites, including that of the death of Captain Cook at 
Kealakekua Bay, the museums on Maui and Kauai, as well as 
spending sometime at the Bishop Museum, where I saw many 
old friends. A visit was also paid to the City of Refuge, which 
Is being restored, and Volcano National Park. It was an ex- 
tremely interesting and fruitful trip. 
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Outside activities in which I participated during the year in- 
cluded attending the Massachusetts Council on the Arts and 
Humanities; being a judge at the Massachusetts Horticultural 
Society’s Annual Flower Show; going to two meetings in New 
York and Pittsburgh for the Committee on Anthropological Re- 
search in Museums and assisting to screen applications for 
Wenner-Gren Museum Fellowships; attending meetings of the 
Salem Redevelopment Authority; and taking part in the Boston 
Public Library Seminar on Art and Education. In addition I 
served as a Director of the Salem Chamber of Commerce, a 
Trustee of the Ropes Memorial, and a Councillor of the Essex 
Institute. In April, Mr. Brewington and I again attended the 
Naval Institute’s meeting on maritime publication at Annapolis. 
At Ottawa the first week end of October I was elected President 
of the American Society of Ethnohistory, and the following 
week end as President of the Society for the History of Dis- 
coveries I presided at that organization’s annual meeting in 
West Point. I also represented the Museum at the centennial 
dinner of the Peabody Museum of Natural History at Yale 
University. Unfortunately I could not attend the similar cele- 
bration at Harvard’s Peabody Museum of Archaeology and 
Ethnology, but we were well represented by several Trustees. 
I gave fourteen outside lectures, including that in March to the 
Newport Art Association. In May I gave a paper entitled “Fiji 
Trader” to the Massachusetts Historical Society, spoke on 
“Ethnology and its Place in Education” to the New England 
Geographers Meeting which was held here at the Museum, 
gave the address for the John Carter Brown Library Annual 
Meeting on “The Argo Voyages,” and in November delivered 
the 100th Anniversary lecture at the Peabody Institute in 
Danvers entitled “The Sea—A Cultural Catalyst.” 

It is obvious that all of the diverse activities carried on in 
this institution could not possibly be done without the willing 
effort and time of our many volunteers. All of our regular vol- 
unteers are listed under the staff, but I shall comment on some 
of the work they have accomplished. For instance, Mr. Russell 
W. Knight kept all of our manuscript material fully catalogued 
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in addition to putting together the Maritime Marblehead show. 
Mrs. John T. G. Nichols, HI, finished cataloguing the scrim- 
shaw collection. Mr. Gilbert R. Payson has thoroughly checked 
all material filed in the print boxes and steel cases in the Picture 
Storage Room and made sure that the location is correct on the 
catalogue cards. Mr. Frank P. Adams has continued sorting 
out the maritime cuts from the J/lustrated London News and 
Gleason’s Pictorial and putting them into the picture file. Mr. 
Philip C. Murfitt has continued the repair and care of our ship 
models, and their improved appearance shows the enormous 
amount of time that he has put in on them. Mr. Osgood Wil- 
liams, Mr. Arthur D. Fay, and Mr. David R. Sigourney have 
continued their work on the steamship photograph file. Mr. 
Francis B. Lothrop has spent one day a week on our prints and 
paintings. Mr. D. Bradford Wetherell, Jr., catalogued our 
35 mm. maritime color slides. Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Barry 
continued classifying our chart collection. Mrs. M. V. Brew- 
ington and Mrs. George Cunha spent a great deal of time dur- — 
ing the year preparing material for the ship portrait catalogue, 
and Mr. John C. Bower has assisted Mr. Richard Holman in 
matting our prints. Miss Mary E. Osgood and Mrs. Osborn 
Palmer have continued their volunteer services for the four- 
teenth year. They have checked the catalogue cards in the 
Ethnology Department for the proper locations and at present 
they are working through old files and keeping the photograph 
catalogue up to date. Mrs. Usher P. Coolidge did a great deal 
of work in cleaning material in Weld Hall and she and Mr. 
Oliver Wolcott renovated the Weld case of Japanese swords 
_ and arrow points. Mrs. Ronald Woodward worked during the 
year as a volunteer before becoming a regular part-time mem- 
_ ber of the staff. She typed cards in the Ethnology Department 
and completed the photograph file catalogue started by Miss 
Emilia D’Agostino who was a part-time worker during the 
summer. Mr. Oliver Wolcott, who has been one of our nearly 
full-time volunteers for several years, was taken ill the middle 
| of July and was unable to work the last part of the year. The 
! Ethnology Department suffered a severe loss in his illness. In 
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the Natural History Department Mrs. Chandler Robbins, II, 
completing her tenth year as a volunteer, has painstakingly 
catalogued all the prints and paintings, done a great deal of 
miscellaneous work, completed the exhibition of amphibians, 
and removed and stored all the fish on exhibition in prepara- 
tion for the rebuilding of our cases. Mrs. Robert U. Ingalls 
actually carried on most of the routine work of the Natural 
History Department for the first six months, while Miss Snyder 
concentrated on writing her book. Mrs. Ingalls has also worked 
throughout the year planning the new bird exhibits and has 
been in the Museum almost daily during the fall and early 
winter. In addition, she has probably spent as much time at 
home on Museum projects as she has spent here at the Museum. 
Mrs. R. P. Ritchie has again taken care of all the cataloguing 
and work on our shell collection and she has had the assistance 
of Mrs. O. P. Morton and Mrs. E. B. Pride. In the Library the 
regular volunteers have remained constant for the last two 
years. These include Mr. Frank P. Adams and Mr. Henry A. 
Conant, Miss Blanche Getchell, who has processed catalogued 
material and helped with the filing, Miss Helen C. Hagar, who 
helped with the Library displays and also put the Japanese 
books into some sort of logical order. Miss Joan Manaster, a 
student from Beverly, worked during July and August band- 
ing periodicals, sorting material for the vertical information file 
and at other miscellaneous duties. In addition to these, our 
group of ladies who form the volunteer guides worked hard 
with school classes, especially during the months of April, 
May, and early June when most of the classes visited the 
Museum. 

Each year more and more scholars work here, especially in 
the fields of maritime history, ethnology, and in the library. 
Here are some of the miscellaneous projects of visitors. For 
instance, Mrs. Ruth K. Hanner spent six months doing re- 
search on her study of rock carvings in the Hawaiian Islands. 
Mr. Martin A. Brunor from New York worked on the Austral 
Islands’ material that he collected, and supervised its photo- 
graphing. Mr. Bickerdike photographed our large Hawaiian 
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idol in order that his wife, who is a sculptress, could make a 
replica of it. I had the pleasure of seeing this replica being 
carved at the City of Refuge National Historic Site on the is- 
land of Hawaii during the winter. A great deal of time was 
spent by Messrs. Weisich and Hubbard from Honolulu in 
selecting material for the Pacific Islands exhibition at the 
Horticultural Society’s Spring Flower Show. Mr. Donald Col- 
lier of the Field Museum and Mr. Philip Dark of the Southern 
Illinois University made a special trip here to see the Gajdusek 
exhibition and inspect our cataloguing and storage system. 
Dr. D. Carleton Gajdusek spent a great deal of time in our 
library and inspecting our New Guinea material. A delegation 
from the Children’s Museum came to study our methods and 
operations in the Ethnology Department. Mr. Werner Forman 
arrived from Prague to photograph our African carvings of 
Europeans, and Mr. Thomas Barthel, professor at Tubingen 
University in Germany, spent two weeks studying our Easter 
Island material and working in our library. Two Peace Corps 
instructors brought candidates for work in Nigeria to study 
our African artifacts from that region. Several scholars from 
New Zealand, Australia, and Japan have spent varying periods 
of time in the library. These were only a few of the many people 
who were here. For instance, 1,124 people, this is exclusive of 
casual visitors, worked in our library last year. 

Some extra part-time help was hired and there were a num- 
ber of changes in the Staff during the year. Mrs. Jane Ezmunt 
was hired to help with mailing letters to build up our Fellows 
and Friends Fund and handle the money as it came in. During 
the summer months Miss Emilia D’Agostino was hired, as she 
was the previous year, as an assistant in the Ethnology Depart- 
ment. We were fortunate this year in having grants from the 
Wenner-Gren Foundation which enabled us to have two mu- 
seum undergraduate interns. These were Mr. Robert Ankeles 
of Nathaniel Hawthorne College and Miss Roberta Gianfortoni 
of Harpur College, University of New York. These three young 
people were a delight to have around and it would have been 
impossible without them to complete the renovation of East 
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Hall exhibits. In December Mrs. William H. Shreve and Mrs. 
Ronald Woodward were added as regular part-time workers in 
the Ethnology Department. The most significant staff change 
came when Mr. M. V. Brewington, who for ten years had been 
Assistant Director and Curator of Maritime History, resigned 
to become Director of the Kendall Whaling Museum in Sharon. 
His place as Curator of Maritime History has been taken by 
Mr. Philip C. F. Smith, formerly Assistant Curator. My secre- 
tary Mrs. Kenneth Ford has become Administrative Assistant 
in addition to continuing her secretarial duties. Miss Barbara 
Kidder resigned as Staff Secretary and her place has been taken 
by Mrs. Doris Bayliss. Three new Honorary Curators were 
elected: Mr. M. V. Brewington in Maritime History, Dr. Carle- 
ton S. Coon in Anthropology, and Dr. D. Carleton Gajdusek in 
Melanesian Ethnology. 

Mr. Paul Blanchette and Mrs. Paul Andrews continue to 
make our library a joy to work in; Mrs. Frederick Goddard has 
increased the usefulness of our sales department; and Mrs. 
Sally Kemble continues her efficient presiding over the photo- 
graph files and orders. Our curators and administrative staff 
are indefatigable in their desire to give as much cheerful service 
to the public as possible. 

As usual the financial work of the Museum, which is an ever 
increasing chore, has been carried on efficiently by Mrs. Pris- 
cilla W. Papin under the direction of our Treasurer, Mr. Alfred 
P. Putnam. I cannot praise too highly the devotion and effi- 
ciency of the regular staff and volunteers. It is a joy to work 
with these people and their cooperation, enthusiasm, intelli- 
gence and good nature make them a team of which I am 
exceedingly proud.
